SELF-MADE MEN. 

COL. A. WINCHESTER BOGUS 
PISLE, 

The Renowned Adventurer. 



The distinguished gentleman whose 
portrait appear, above, was born in 
tlie Sandwich Inlands in tlio year 
1812, and is coiiseiiuuntly old und 
lough. Ills curly life was spent on 
in- uuiivo isle, where we find him at 
Iho age of iniinliood attired in tat- 
tooed cheeks and beads around his 
neck. The king of the Island was 
not slow to discover the elements of 
greatness ill our hero :tud at the ago 
■ N years lie was brought before 
Ills majesty, who was so well pleased 
with the answers lie gave to certain 
qnwtloni propounded that hn made 
liim coninmiilci -in-chief of his en- 
tire military forces. He waged a 
bitter warfare upon the enemies of 
his sovereign and when there were 
10 longer any foes to conquer he ex- 
•rosed a desire to quit the scenes of 
dooiUhcd and enter the diplomatic 
service, lie was consequently sent 
as Minister to Sencgainbin. Alter 
remaining for a few years in that 
unity, be was delected in a con- 
spiracy to seize the government and 
leclarc himself king. The head of 
the government had him arretted 
and sentenced to-dealh, but lie cs- 
Otped from the guards on the eve of 
the day appointed for Ids execution, 
and put out to sua in a canoe, wheru 
he was subsequently picked up by an 
Kiiglish ateamer and afterwards 
made a tour of the world for the ben- 
efit of his health. He forwarded his 
resignation to his king as Minister 
to Sciicgainlila and resolved to coiue 
to the United States and cuter the 
Confederate army In the war of the 
rebellion, which was then fairly on. 
He was entirely destitute of funds at 
this time, hut hit upon the happy ex- 
pedient of expressing himself C. O. 
1). to the President of the Confeder- 
acy. This plan was entirely success- 
ful and he was received right side 
up uud in good order and immedi- 
ately sent to the front. He was en- 
gaged in most of the important bat- 
blca and was severely wounded ami 
left for dead upon the bloody field 
of Carnage. Ho was rescued ami 
eventually recovered, but not until 
l he war was ended, and he suddenly 
found himself called upon to meet 
the Item realities of life in a strange 
laud. After deliberating whether he 
would study for the ministry or be- 
come a gentleman of elegant leisure 
he finally decided to adopt tho latter 
profession. No sooner decided than 
acted upon, he supplied himself with 
fishing tackle and hied himself to the 
water** edge to anglo for the finny 
tribe, or In other words to llsh. In 
(his calling he was eminently suc- 
cessful. He also becamo renowned 
as a hunter and succeeded in killing 
lime the lint trip lie made. It was 
wtiilo engaged in the business of 
llshing that Col, I'islo made a dis- 
covory that speedily established his 
famo and fortune. He was sitting 
on tho bank one day Ashing and 
hour after hour passed without a 
ainglo hitc. All at once the idea 
struck him like an inspiration to 
stilt upon his bait. Ho did so and 
almost Immediately his cork disap- 
peared and he hauled out a 
flno llsh. Again and again 
he tried tho experiment with a like 
result. From that time on his suc- 
cess was assured. For a year he kept 
tho secret locked in his bosom and 
then having laid up enough money 
to take him to the Capital he went to 
Washington and secured a patent on 
his discovery. A revolution took 
place in tho fishing business and Col. 
Plslc found himself famous and was 
regarded as a benefactor of the hu- 
man race. The royalty upon his pat- 
ent soon made him a millionaire and 
he retired from business audsottled 
in thiseity to spend his last days in 
ease mid "plenty. As a lucre moans 
of beguiling tho time and giving him 
something to think about, ho runs a 
furniture store aud undertaker's es- 
tablishment. Probably no living man 
has had a more checkered career 
than the sulijoct of this sketch, but 
his fortune is now mado and he has 
nothing to do but sottlo down to the 
quirt enjoyment of tho same. He 
has also found time to engage in lit- 
erary pursuits and soino years ago 
made considerable reputation as a 
poet by writing "Tho Beautiful 
Snow" and other gems. As a prose 
writer he has achieved still greater 
distinction, his first ell'ort boiuga sc- 
ries of letters over tho signature of 
Junius which attracted wide atten- 
tion. Ho occasionally contributes to 
tho periodicals of the dav, but his 
modesty prevents him from signing 
his true name to any of his writings. 
Col. Pislo unfortunately labors un- 
der tho delusion that he was born to 
be a great humorist, but further than 
this he Is entirely sane and is per- 
fectly harmless.

WINTER WHEAT. 



The Laaeona Karmera should 
Ifccent Iloverae*. 

We should learn lossons from re- 
verses, rentiers have certaiuly suffered 
Bcvero losses by the failure of thu wheat 
crop the present season, and it will be 
wise in this day of adversity to consider 
If there aro not some good and stillioiont 
reasons for the failure. The primary 
reason is doubtless the exceed ugly un 
favorable season. But to lay the whole 
blame of the failure of the crop to this 
cause is equivalent to an admission that 
a man is helpless when contending 
against the elements, and may reason- 
ably sit idly w th folded buds and 
accept as a fatalist whatever fortune 
cii-eunislanees may bring to him. In 
1 ke manner a man might as reasonably 
sow his seed and leave it a prey to 
weeds and then complain that the 
weeds hail ruined his crop. It is one ol 
the Inevitable aud unavoidable con 
dil'oiH of our existence that we have lo 
strive against adverse inllucuns 
ol soil and climate. Weeds, 
storms, and injiirlou ; seasons have 
to be pretend for aud evaded in some 
manner by lb • oxereiso of skillful and 
finely precautions. It is child sh for 
any of u. to sav we cnu not help this or 
that adverse inihiencc until wo have ox- 
haus e l every possible elfort to avoid or 
nullify it. Has th's been done in regard 
to la<t year's whoat cropP It must be 
confessed that in the great majority of 
cases this has not been done and that 
the greater part of Uie losses are due lo 

the imperfect manner in which thu laud 

has been prepared for the crop. Wheal 
is a highly cultivated and domesticated 
plant, and w.ll not boar Ihe rigors of 
winter iinlcsi it has every tiilvni-tagc of 
fertile anil well prepared soil Without 
these il succumbs to adverse conditions 
of weal her. and is easily destroyed. 
There is no other crop grown thai re 
quires better farming than wheat, and 
it must lie confessed that skillful fann- 
ing is HOOsd ngly rare. This is proved 
by every day experience, as well as bv 
the very low uvorago ol wheat produced 
per acre, vi/.., about eleven bushels in 
the Statu of New York, agniust the 
possible average of twenty-seven bush- 
els in other countries. 

Just now fanners are preparing (or 
the next wheal crop, aud il is a timely 
subject for thought how the dangers to 
w hich wheat is subject may be avoided 
and escaped. LsJ us eons.dcr what the 
wheat crop requires for its perfect 
growth and then we how exceedingly 
rare it is that these requisites are pro- 
vided. Wheat ueeds a |>cculiar condi- 
tion of the soil. It should Is: made very 
mellow and tine about tho seed snd 
below it to a depth sulliciont to give 
room for the roots to spread aud take a 
linn hold. On the surface the soil 
should be somewhat loose ami open uud 
somewhat lumpy, but the lumps should 
be small and not so largo as to be called 
clods. This colli! tion is only secured 
by the most careful and thorough work- 
ing. It requires also n soil free from 
stagnant Water, and th li is only pro- 
cured by thorough drainage. No other 
crop require, drainage so much as 
wheat, ami none Is mors quickly de- 
stroyed by the action of frost upon wet 
soil. The plowing of the soil is the 
tirst thing to think about, and this is to 
bu doue at the carl est possible moment. 
It will not do to leave the plowing for 
wheat until the week before it is t me to 
sow the seed. Old farm era wme in the 
habit of summer fallowing the laud for 
wheat, aud never Considered it to be 
properly fried Without two or three 
nlowings and six or eight borrowings 
We aro iu too great a hurry to do th s 
but "haste makes wiisto," and 
in this respect the proverb is especially 
applicable. Moreover, if the ground is 
nut plowed as soon as it is ready for tho 
plow, the dry weather almost always 
interferes with or prevents the work, 
and it is done in the worst possible 
manner and iu a hurry. Tho way lo 
avoid this dillicully is to begin In good 
season and plow the ground as soon M 
it is cleared of the standing crop. It is 
one of tho ovils of our present too short 
rotation that whoat -which, as wo have 
laid, is tho most particular and exact- 
ing crop— Is made to follow oats oi 
corn, and the latter is tho worse of tho 
two. Following oats the land is usual 
ly woll immured and often limed, and if 
the oat stubble is plowed as soon as it 
is cleared little or no harm may unsue, 
but tho immediate plowing is Indisperut 
able to the propor fitting of the ground 
One good plowing, with care to lure 
even furrows aud to follow with w» 
IMiated harrowings, and rollings if no* 
essary, or to work the land thoroughly 
with a good pulvori/.ing harrow or 
some cultivating implement which 
answers as a plow and harrow 
and evon a roller at once, will 
make an excellent preliminary prepara- 
tion. Repeated harrowings will tine 
and consolidate the soil, working all the 
mellow earth to the bottom and making 
a compact and firm soedbod. and bring- 
ing all tho lumps, which will bo small, 
to tho surface. Then wo have the 
wspoclal conditions which the wheat 
crop neods, and if tho seed Is sown by a 
drill, or broadcast and covered with a 
cultivator or small plow, all that can be 
dono will be done, and the farmer may 
thon wait with patience, confidence und 
hope that tho ancient promises will bo 
surely fulfilled, vi/,., that "seed tiuio 
and harvest shall not fail," and that 
"tho hand of the diligent shall be filled." 

A few words might be added to eall 
attention to tho rarity of this requisite 
preparation, but it is scarcely needed, 
fcvory farmer knows how carelessly the 
fall grain Is put into the soil as a rule; 
how corn stubble is harrowed or 
scratched with the plow, and sown and 
left to produce a crop, or fail to do it, 
just as tho season may happen; or how 
a weedy oat stubble, all dry, hard and 
baked, is brokcu up in a most imperfect 
manner, the rough surface rolled and 
just scratched so as to get an apparent 
smooth surface upon which tho seed is 
sown, aud then, as in the parablo, tho 
sood so sown where it has no depth of 
oarth springs up, but soon pol ishes for 
wnnt of the needed nourishment for tho 
roots. All this is an oft-told ta'.o— an 
"old, old story"— but it may bo well to 
repeat it as a frightful example of how 
not to do it, winch might bo profitably 
exhibited in 9cason and out of season.— 
Henry Stewart, in N. Y. Timet,

MOLDS. 

f.Hfl ann Th-ir ,l,,,ir,iraiioe Oi.dor Ilia 
tvilt.ro.c.pe- 

All tho forms of plant life -lhe 
yeast plant, the protococens, the dn- 
toms and dosmtds and tho bnotorln— 
consist of singlo s mplo cells, and «o 
aro called uniiellular plants. Now 
all plants, no matter how largu they 
are whuu thuy have attiiinoil theil 
full uie, are. in the begun', ig, uni 
ellular. It is hj tho npoatod die s on 
ami sub division of this original coll 
that the full grown plant is built 
up. As the cells go on multiplying 
in this way, thuy undergo dillerenlia- 
li in— thai is lo say, they become sepa- 
rated into (roups each of which has 
special characters adapting il for a 
par luular function h the life of the 
plant. Thus, some colls go to form 
the I ark. others the wo id-tissue, olo 

Il vv.il lo iulorusline. tu tr.ke one of 
the simpler nnviv-nle.l iiluutu and 
trace out thu steps of its growth 
from the lime it consists oi a singlo 
celt to the liuiu when it has at- 
tained its full growth, and is 
made up of many eolls. Let us take fol 
this purpose one of the molds, I'cnieil 
ItUM gltiucum. The molds, whit the ap- 
pearance of wh ch to tin- naked eye as 
while or groeni h patches forming on 
dead or„a lie matter in damp places 
ever. I -o Iv is familiar, belong to the 
larger group of plants called fanffL 
The spec es of mold we arc now to 
consider Way readily bo cultivated for 
examinat on, by making a paste of flour 
»nd water and allowing it to stand ex- 
posed to the a r for a few dais Thu 
first i.npnAranco of the mould is a slight 
whitish opacity at the surface of the 
liquid, and close exam na ion would 
show I'Ule cluvnlious at those places. 

II patches rapidly extend, und ho- 

como more opaquo. and In three or 
four days t ike on a blu sh-greou look 
nt Iho center. Tho whulo mass now 
scorns to float on the liqu d. Aftor a 
while it acquires a more douidod green 
color, the coloring appear ng first nt 
tho center and radiati ig nutwarl. If 
now one blows upon it a cloud of 
gio -a, dust will bu seou; this dust is 
made up of spores. 

Under the inicroscopo. one of tlie.se 
spores s soon to he a spherical ho ly 
one three-thousandth of an inch in di- 
nnioliir, and cons sting of A bit of IT n d 
protoplasm, invested by a more denso 
and long. i sac. If one of the spore* 
that has fallen into the I quid pnstu be 

cened. a change in its appearance 
w II to in bo sojii to occur. The spore 
grows larger, its li ptid contents be 
come granular, and in three or four 
hours there Is a protrusion of the ooll- 
sac. This protrus on so.in becomes an 
clohgalod process, and gives otl 
branches from its side,. Just before 
the places of branching, cross-parti- 
tions are formed, and so til!) plant has 
now come to consist not of a single 
cell, but of sovoral cells uuiiud. Mean- 
while, other processes have boun grow 
ing out from the sporo and giving oil 
branches, and after a time they become 
intertwined with one another and with 
those from other spores, and thus a 
delicate white film forms on tlio surface 
of the paste. This him is called a my- 
client, and tho separate branches of 
which it is made, hyphte. 

Examining a single ono of these hv- 
phio, it will bo seen that it is separnted 
by cross-partitions iuto chambers. 
Kach of these chambors constitutes a 
perfect cell; each consists of a 11 pti I 
inner part and a surrounding tough, 
transparent envelope. Usually tho 
inner part has four or five clear spots 
in it, called vacuoles. 

For somo lime all the hyphx> lie par- 
allel to the surface, qut after a while a 
few may lie scon to hung down in the 
liquid. These ure called submerged 
hvphte. Soon after, other hyphie 

5 row up into the air, snd it is then that 
10 mold begins to take on its green 
color. These oreot hyphte aro at tirst 
ltko the others, but by-aml-by become 
modified. They give oil' branches both 
at their sidos and ends. The Litter, or 
terminal brunches, noxt becomo point- 
ed, and those points swell out into 
balls; tho nocks of the balls thon elon- 
gate, swell, and so form other balls, 
and this process is continued until a 
row of six or eight of thorn U produced. 
Now, each of these balls is » spore; 
as soon as it has bocome ripenod, It 
falls from tho hyphie to the surface of 
the liquid, and gives ri«e to a new 
plant Of course it often happens that 
a sporo Is carried olf by a current of 
air, and then the matter of its living or 
dying must depend upon the kind of 
material upon which it chances to fall. 
If it falls upon some organ c matter 
from which it can got food for ils 
growth, it becomes a new plant; if not 
it dies. That such spores lloat about 
in tho air in great numbers is showu by 
thu commonness of molds. 

Another common mold Mucor wiw- 
ceilo, has a life hi-i-n r dillcrent in 
somo respects from the above, and 
Slllliciontlv remarkable to deserve 
notice. This mold h quite largo, and 
tin- liypluu can readily bu scon wilh tho 
naked eye; it commonly grows upon 
tho fresh excrement oi horses. In 
Mucor the ends of the orcct hyphte 
enlarge into single, spherioal box- 
like bodies with n which the sporos 
an contained. Those boxes, or 
sporangia, when the sporos arc 
getting ripe, boconio oovore I w Hi 
a thin coating of oxalate of lime, and 
at the some time tho hyph-e lengthen 
out a groat deal, and bond toward tho 
light Thus, after a while the sporan- 
gia strike against the surface from 
whioh tho mold is growing, and its 
brittlo eovoring bursts and allows the 
sporos to escape. 

Sometimes Mucor reproduces itself 
in a way still more reiuarkablo. A 
couple of hyphte come to^nthor at their 
t ps swelling out as they npproaoh 
each other. When they have come in 
contact partitions form, outtiiigolf the 
ends of ouch. The two ends thou untie, 
forming a spherical boly, and in it 
spores soon make their appearance. 
Tho body aftor a time becomes de- 
taoliod from the hyphie and falls down. 
Aftor lying for six or sovon wooks. the 
eovoring bursts through and tho sporos 
aro dilt'usod. 

Those two methods of gonornt'on oc- 
cur alternately, and nfl'ord nn example 
of tho process cnllod allot nation of 
generations, and knowu of both ani- 
mals and plant..— for. Counlri/ Gen- 
tleman.

HAYING. 

Th. Aael, it and Muileni Syataina of nut- 
ting Oraaa Coutraatcd. 

There is scarcely any occupation that 
has umlergouo so great changes during 
the period of a gencraticn as that of 
haying. Many speak of the revolution 
that has occurred in almost overy kind 
of manufacturing establishment by the 
Introduoll'm of the various machines 1 
that aro propelled by water or steam 
power. Hut a greater change has oc- 
curreJ in the field where grass is cut 
and cured for tho support ot animals 
during IkMvinti r. In almost all manu- 
facturing e.tablishments some of tho 
hand tools that we e in use forty years 
ago are still needed to d > the work. In 
li e haying field, however, the work is 
now perdu nt -d by machines drawn or 
operate I by animals. On many large 
farms, wl ere several hundred acres of 
gra s are li rve ted, not a hund-scythii 
or ruko can I o found. (Inlst tint can 
not lie cut with a nto.viug-mnef luo Is 
left untouched. After t'.egta.s Is cut 
the te h'.ur scatters it . b rtjt or places it 
where it vv li bo iu thu best condition to 
dry. When it is sullicieiitly cured Iho 
horso-rnke collects it into" windrows, 
t/n many turms ail. or nearly till, tl.u 
pltohlng is done by machinery. The 
labor is pin eil on un inula t > perform. 
The machine has driven out of t'.o fay- 
ing fiehl ail kinds of hand tools 

Not many years ago ha lug was t'tS 
most laborious occupation on farina, 
Now it is ono of the lightest. Then it 
employed not only all the men an I 
boys on Ihe place-, but all that Oould 
ho pro ure I iu tho neighboring villages. 
Often man , kinds of bu .ine s were sus- 
pended to give the men au c opo.tun ty 
to Work Iu ti.uhayin.' lid J, They were 
sure of ice living highul wages than 
could be Obtained in ico.-it other em- 
ployments, and .of having a chance lo 
work whi'e there was little going on in 
towns. Not unite uuntly women, 
girls und clii'dren Worked in tho bay ng 
.' elds. They spread out tho green grim 
(rum tl.u swul is, turned t when dry, mid 
'followed the eait ' til it the men were 
o tding. It was kOnontl y necessary t . 
niplciy all tho uvu labte help in Iho 
tl igl.borho al n Order to secure the lu.y 
cr. p iu proper season. Haymakers. 
IV re obliged to work very long hours. 
I'. e mowers were expected to bo up I y 
laylighl and to hn in the lield In-fore 
sum-isc. Tune was often too preelo i 
o admit of going to the farm-ho isc to 
ohta ntneils. LnnoheJ and often din- 
ners were brought out for the men in 
the fields, and supper wns not eaten 
until it was too dark lo admit of wore- 
ing. With thu many lahi rer', the hard 
work and the long hours, the hn\ in.; 
season was extended through Hilly two 
mouths. 

Haying lias now become an ea-y on- 
onpatloh, employing ouly tho n itnbnt 
of mcu who yrdinarily work ou tie 
farm. Old men, women, girls und it- 
tie hoys are no longer seen in tho hay- 
ing lio'd. Then is nothing for them to 
do. The hours for haying ure no Ion r- 
er than those for planting or on ti- 
Tutiug. It is not necessary to cut grasi 
while tho dew is on it beciiuso the work 
is doue easier. Tho machine aud tho 
horses that draw it never complain of 
being fatigued. Men engaged in haying 
do not go to tho field in tho morning 
twilight or remain till dusk. The cost 
of hay machines has bo -n great'y re- 
duced In places where improved ma- 
chinery can be employed to advantage. 
In many parts of the West gross is cut, 
cured and put in stack for sevonty-five 
cents per ton, although laborers receive 
much higher wages than they did thirty 
years ago. There is no longor trouble 
In securing all the hay needed to keop 
any amount of farm stock. Hay is so 
easily put up in many plaeos that (aim- 
ers pay little attention to taking care of 
straw or to saving corn fodder. Thoy 
raise no roots for stock food aud sow 
no rye for affording winter pasturage. 
Scientific discovery and skill In the con- 
struction of labor sav inn machinery 
have accomplished more iu the haying 
lield thau iu the workshop. 

In no respect has the condition of tho 
laborer been injured by tho Introduction 
of machinery iuto tho haying lield. The 
poets, novelists und paiutors find little 
to admire in the haying field at the 
present time. "I know nothing," 
writes sn English uovolist, "so cheer- 
ful, so genial and yet so peauc-bestow- 
ing, as the sound, in tho first hours of 
tho morning, of the whetting of scythos. 
It is the happy mean between utter 
rural silence and tho roar of the 
crowded city; so exhilarating, so socia- 
ble and yot so undisturbing is its unaf- 
fected music What a quiet happy 
laugh thero is in it! What half-sub- 
dued humor, w hat friendly good nature! 
The sound novor ceased. Field alter 
field took up tho magic morning music. 
Sometimes it was played on a perfect 
orchestra of instruments." All tho 
pastoral poots from Virgil to Words- 
worth have sung of the merry linymak- 
ors. The painters of every land 
have transferred tho piettircsquu 
scenes of the buying Held 
to canvas. They have shown the 
mowors bending to their work, the boys 
spreading out tho grass to dry, tho 
women and girls, clad in scarlot frocks, 
with gypsy bonnets on their hinds, rak- 
ing the hay, and the strong men p'tch- 
ing it on to carta Tho building of tho 
stack has been the subject that has in- 
sp'red many painters. There is littlo 
poetry or romance about tho modern 
(laying field. Everything pertaining to 
the picturesque has departed, never to 
rottiru. Every machine designed lo do 
a large amount of labor in a short time 
Is, iu the nature of things, prosaic. It 
is only suggest vo of gaiu, mid any 
money-getting employment is unpolit- 
ical. XnelceaOl t.iat have been sus- 
tained by tho introduction of machinory 
into the haying Held havo, however, 
b en very small compared with thu 
gains.

JAS. H. MOSS LEAVES THE 
WORLD BY THE MOR- 
PHINE ROUTE. 

A Lafayotte Sensation. 



The news of tho suicide of Mr. 
James 11. Moss, a prominent citizen 
of Lafayette, in this county, was 
brought to the city Wednesday for 
the first time, although tho melan- 
choly event transpired two or three 
days before. Lafayette is twenty 
miles from this city, remoto from 
railroads and telegraph lines, and it 
was not till the snlcitle had been 
buried that tho outside world learned 
of his fate. 

On last Saturday afternoon de- 
ceased went to tho drug store In La- 
fayette and purchased a bottle of 
morphine. He went (obis home ami 
going into his room locked tho door. 
It was not until the following day 
that suspicions were aroused and the 
door was broken open. Mr. Moss 
was found In a dying condition. He 
had taken nearly half of the contents 
of Iho bottle, and his caso was at 
onco pronounced hopeless. Ho died 
sometime during .Sunday or Monday 
tho exact timo wo could not learn. 
No cause can be conjectured for the 
rash act. He was not driven to It 
by any of tho customary causes, 
such as financial embarrassment, do- 
mc«tic infelicity, ill health, etc. He 
Is one of tho last men who would 
have been picked out for a suicide. 

Mr. Moss wus about 47 or 48 years 
of age. He was married years ago 
to Miss Fannie Greenwade, who sur- 
vives him. They never had any 
children. Mr. Moss was for many 
years a clerk in Thos. Terry's store, 
but at tho timo of his dealb was 
jerking for Mr. Shyer, of Lafayette, 
and was in a comfortable tlx finan- 
cially. He belonged to tho Mcllio- 
list church and waa a man loved and 
respected by hi* neighbor* In all the 
walks or life. Ho sometimes had neu- 
ralgic attacks ami one theory Is that 
he took an overdoso of the fatal drag, 
while Irving to relievo tho pains of 
neuralgia, but the fact that ho locked 
himself in his room is a strong point 
against this. Tho general opinion ia 
that It wa* a dellbcrale and well 
planned Btiicide. Deceased wa* not 
related to S. W. Mn,s, who commit- 
ted suicide, in this county, last sum- 
mer.
